Through divine mercy we are all well 
at present. But since the date of our last 
letter, we have been visited with sickness. 
Brother Nichols, in the latter part of Oc- 
tober, hada severe billious attack, and 
was brought so low, that his life was almost, 
despaired of. But it pleased God in his 
sovereign mercy to raise him up from the | 
brink of the grave, and to restore him. 
speedily to his accustomed health and 
strength, that, as we trust, he may live and 
accomplish the work of an evangelist a-| 
mong the heathen. May the God of all, 
mercy grant, that our forfeited yet spared | 
lives may be sacredly devoted to-his ser- | 
vice and glory. | 

While entering on the detail of our mis-| 
sionary operations, we cannot forbear ex- 
pressing our regret, that the period since 
our last has farnished so few incidents wor- 
thy of any particular recital. 

1. Our preaching. For some time past! 
we have held no public exercises in Eng- 
lish except at our own house on Sabbath 
morning, when a few petsons usually at- 
tend with us. 

We continue our method of daily going 
about among the heathen, for the purpose 
of preaching Christ to them jin a manner 
more or less public, as we may have op- 
portunity ; at the same time distributing 
books to such as may scem desirous and 
able to read them. 

It will, no doubt, be grateful to the feel- 
ings of the Board to reflect, that five of 
their missionaries in the same region, and 
in the same language, are now daily and 
actively engaged in the use of means, both 
direct and indirect, for the conversion of

We some time since concluded to estab- 
lish at least one school in the island o 
Caranja, visited some time since by broth- 
er Newell; but it has not yet been com- 
menced. We hope that before long we 
shall see flourishing scheols both here & at 
Choule. But we should much more re- 
joice to see a missiqnary at each of those 
stations, to give greater eflect to the 
school, and to teach the risen, as well as 
the rising generation, the words of eter- 
nal life. Each would have an ample feld 
equal to his utmpst exertions: and we can-

“The General Association of Massachusetts Pro- 
per, met at Pittsfield, June 22, 1819. The Berk- 
shire, Hampshire, Hampden, Mountain, Franklin, 
Brookfield, Union, and Salem and vicinity Asso- 
ciations were represented ; together with the Ge- 
ueral Assemblies of the Presbyterian Church, of 
Connecticut, of New-Hampshire, and the Gene- 
ral Convention of Vermont. The Rev. Samuel 
Shepard of Lenox was chosen Moderator ; Rev. 
S. E. Dwight, and Rey. J, Vail, Seribes. 

A Committee, previously appointed, to meet 
Committees from other Ecclesiastical Bodies in 
Now-England, to enquire whether any, and if 
any, what method can be devised, in which those 
bodies may mote effectually co-operate for the 
advancement of the Redeemer’s kingdom, re- 
ported as foflows :-— 

1. That the formation of a General Association 
for New England, to receiye the delegation from 
ecclesiastical bodies now sent to the State Gene- 
ral Associations, would be inexpedient. 

2. That the interests of the Churches in New- 
England are one, and that those interests will be 
best promoted through the medium of the exist- 
ing General Associations, and by such measures 
as shall be calculated to increase their importance 
and efficiency. 

3. That te secure a more tnited and efficient 
co-operation of these bodies, it is expedient that 
a delegation of three persons be appointed by 


each of them annually, to meet in joint Commit-, 


tee, to be called the Committee of Union, to de- 
liberate on snbjects of general interest to the 
Churches of New England, and to digest and re- 
commend measures for the promotion of their 
common prosperity, and the advancement of the 
Redcemer’s kingdom generally. 

4. That an invitation shall be held ont to our 
brethren of Rhode.Island and the District of 
Maine, to take part, as soon as they shall be du- 
ly formed for the purpose, in this simple plan for 
promoting general union.

8. That at each annual meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Union, a sernion be preached by some 
person to be appointed at the preceding session.

‘vention, had assembled at Port! sand | 
}11 o'clock the Convention met in the Court 
House, The Hon, Mr. Kune of Bath, opened the 
meeting by a few observations, cluded in 
recommending that the Hon. Mr. Cony of Au- 
gusta, be appoiated to take the Chair for the pur- 
pose of organizing the Assembly. This nomina- 
tion was unatimously agreed to; and the Hon. 
gentieman conducted to the chair, and. opened 
the business of the Assembly with the following 

pertinent address :— 

“*Gentlemen— \V ith this day commencesa new 
era inthe history of Maine—a new State rising in- 
to existence, under circumstances that will en- 
able it to take honorable rank with the older 
States in the Union. The Convention here con- 
vened in this Hall consecrated to Justice and as- 
signed by the legislature as ‘the place for their 
meeting, have a high and responsible trast in 
cliarge. Let us endeavor not to disappoint the 
reasonable expectations ofour constituents, The. 
first business will be to pxamine the returns of 
the members, and that belore we proceed to or- 
ganize the Convention.” 

On the suggestion of M1. Hotmes, of Alfred, a 
Committee was raised, to examiue the credentials 
of the members present ; who reported 274 Dele- 
gates to be legally returned. 
The Hon. Chairman, then observing that the

The Londen papers contain numerous par- 
ticulars respecting the Reform Meeting at Man- 
chester. ‘The Prince Regent had directed Lord 
Sidmonth to express to the Yeomanry and Magis- 
trates, his entire approbation of their conduct. 
On the 27th August, Hunt, and ten of his associ- 
ates, were brought before a Court of Magistrates, 
and- informed, that the evidence against them 
had been sent up to London and laid before the 
law officers of the Crown, who had for the pre- 
sent, abandoned the higher charge, treason, and 
intended to proceed against them for a minor of- 
fence, conspiracy.

ence, and having nQ alternative but to die, 
as he could notiive, a Christian. Thus 
circumstanced, and probably urged by his 
own people, he resolved to sacrifice his 
life as an atonement for his crime. . With 
this intention he quitted the Turk bis mas- 
ter, and went ona pilgrimage to Mount 
Athos, a spot covered with contents, and 
filled with monks and friars. Here he re- 
mained some months, receiving instruc- 
tion, and preparing for death. 

‘On the expiration of hie pilgrimage, he 
quitted Mount Athos, with the congratula- 
tions of the whole body, on the prospect of 
becoming a distinguished saint. He arri- 
ved at Smyrna in the habit of a Caloyer,or 
Greek monk, and went immediately, with 
the approbation of the Greeks, to the Mec- 
vamay, declaring his resolution to die a 
Christian, rather than to live an apostate. 
"The judge, in order to save his life, wished 
to persuade the ‘Turks that he was mad ; 
but he persisted in publicly abjaring Ma- 
homedanism, and asserting his. readiness to 
die. «Upon which he was confined in a 
dungeon, and put to the torture, which he 
enduref@ with the greatest fortitude and 
patience, ~~ 

‘ The Greeks were afraid that’ the tor- 
tures he suffered, and the extra pro- 
mises and allurements held out to him by 
the 'Furks, would shake his resolution, and 
therefore,sent a fanatical priest to strength- 


ep him to suffer death. 


20th May, was to be a solemn fast ; and, 
on the day of sacrifice,the kings, nobles, 
minjsters of state, kc. were all to appear 
ina peculiar cap and upper garment, indi- 
cating deep contrition.
